"have no objection to stating my own 
views on the resolution which it is re-

Indeed there is likely to be I 
serious misapprehensions regarding such I 
resolution in this country aud abroad j 
as such misapprehensions may result i 
injuriously and Bravely. It is perhaps my

duty to point out that the resolution if 
passed by the senate can probably be re- 
garded only as an expression of the opin- 
ion of the eminent gentlemen voting for 
it ;n the senate and house. 


Cuban Kcnolutloii Impcriilive. 


The power to recognize the so-called 


republic of Cuba as an independent state 
rests exclusively with the executive. A 
resolution on the subject by the senate or 
house or both, whether concurrent or 
joint, unless approved by the executive is 
inoperative as legislation and important 
only as »dvice, having great weight be- 
cause voluntarily tendered to the ex-rcu- 
tive regarding the manner he may exer- 
cise his constitutional functions.

"The operation aud effect of the pro- 


posed « solution therefore, even if passed 
by both houses of congress by a two-thirds 
vote, is perfectly plain. It may raise ex- 
pectations in some quarter* which can 
never ba realized. It may inflame the 
popular passions of this country and else- 
where, and may thusi imperil the lives and 
property of American citizens, who are 
resident and traveling abroad, and will 
certainly obstruct, 'perhaps defeat the 
best efforts of this government to afford 
such citizens due protection,''

"But except in this way and unless the 


advice embodied In the resolution shall 
lead the executive to re vise the conclusion 
already reached and officially declared 
the resolution will be without effect and 
leave unaltered this government's attitude 
towards tbe contending parties in Cuba. 


To Prevcut Spanltlt Outbreak] 


The impression here is that Mr. Olney's 


statement, po'nting out the lack of the 
legal effect ol me passage of the Cameron 
resolution is called forth by tho desire tb 
mimimize the danger of an outbreak in 
Spain on the part of tbe ex it able popu- 
lace, which perhaps is more imminent 
than is generally realized in this country. 


Departed From Custom, 


Nothing less than such an emergency, 


it is argued, would induce the secretary 
to depart so widely from the usual prac-

Business Stands with 


Them at Present, 


NOT RUNNING 
ON FULL TIME, 


High Price of Leather Has a Bad Ef- 


fect. Jobbers Afraid to Place Or- 


ders. Manufacturers Look' 


ing for Better Times. 


The shoe Industry in this city is not, 


as a rule, in as healthy a condition as 
the mamufacturers and employes would 
like to have it, and yet it is not dead by 
any means. 
A talk with some of the 


manufacturers Friday brought out the 
fact that while most of the shops are run- 
ning eight hours a day with nearly a lull 
force of help, there is considerable un- 
certainty as to'the immediate future, 
though it is generally believed that better 
times and better business in the ahoe line 
are not very tar distant. 


N. L. Millard, of N. L. Hillard & Co., 


was found in a rather cheerful and confi- 
dent frame of mind. 
"We are employing 


nearly our full force eight hours a day, he 
said, and looking for better times. 
We 


never made more shoes iu one year than 
we have this year, with possibly one ex- 
ception. Mr. Millard at ributed the pres- 
ent dullness iu the trade to the big ad- 
vance in the price of leather, which has 
gone up from 20 to 40 per cent, with in the 
last two months. This makes wholesalers 
careful about buying, as they think 
leather may go down and shoes be 
cheaper by and by. 
They are therefore 


keeping their orders as small as possible. 
North Adams shoes, said Mr. Millard, are 
regarded by jobbers throughout the coun- 
try as the best in .'heir class and there is 
no trouble in selling them when any 
shoes will sell. Mr. Millard experts to see 
the present priaes on leather and shoes 
maintained. 
He said this was the dull 


season for the shoe business in North 
Adams, but he saw no occasion for in- 
dulging in the Lines. 
In his opinion bet- 


ter times are certainly coming; and the ad- 
dition to the company's factory will be 
pushed to completion as fast as possible, 
to be ready for the harvest when it 
comes. 


The other manufacturers were not 


found iu a very enthusiastic mood, though 
most of them seemed to feel that better 
times were coming. They would feel 
better if they knew just when. All attri- 
bute the dullness to the high price of 
'eather, the uncertainty as to how long it 
will remain so, and the fact that the win- 
ter season is always the dullest in the 
local factories. H. T. Cady said: "We are 
doing a. comfortable business, but would 
rather see the help go out of the shop at G 
o'slook than at 4.30. We are grateful for 
what we have got aad shall make the 
best of it, but we can't tell what is ahead.'1 
Wilkinson & Bliss, W. G. Cady & Co.'s 
Holden street factory and the Sampson 
factory are running ou three-quarter time 
with practically a full force of help. 


J. M. Oanedy'8 factory is running at two- 


thirds of its capacity. Mr. Cauedy said 
the great trouble was the high price of 
leather. A year ago leather went up and 
the jobbers, thinking it was going still 
higher, gave large orders. By the time 
tbe orders were rilled the price had gone 
down and they found they could have 
bought the shoes cheaper by watting. 
The rise in the price of leather this year 
came at about the same time as it did a 
year ago, and the jobbers, remembering 
their experiences, have decided to go 
slow. This makes business dull, arid in 
addition to the slack thus caused it is 
really the dull season. A large part of 
the shoes made in North Adams are for 
the fall trade, and \rhile grood orders are 
usually received in Janu&ryand February, 
the busiest season iu the shops docs not 
begin till May, and from that time they 
are generally rushed through the summer. 
Mr. Canedy believes ths stock of shoes in 
the country must be low arid that as 30011 
as the conditions become satisfactory the 
jobbers will be ready to give large orders 
and lots of thera. Cut jastwheu that will 
be 110 one can tel).
